St. Louls, Mo., Nov. 2.—[Special.]—After 
two unstccessful attempts caused by the 
blowing ‘off of an exhaust cap to sail upon a 
stated course of fifteen miles, the airship 
California Arrow escaped in a northwesterly 
direction. at 8:15 o'clock last night. No 
one was on board the aerial craft and it 
had the whole expanse of the heavens to sail 
in, in any direction the air currents cared 
to send it. ‘ 

All night a search for the Arrow was 


where it had found its billet. 
Three hours prior to its escape the airship, 
after its second flight and second accident, 
tn charge of Aeronaut Knabenschue, de- 
scended in a cornfield four miles from the 
fair grounds, and Capt. Baldwin, ite owner, 
with. several others, went to that spot in an 
automobile to tow it back to the aeronautic 
eoncourse. 
The Arrow was secured and good progress 
made toward the fair grounds. There was a 
trolley line to be crossed, and it was neces- 
sary to pass the prow of the craft over the 
wire and catch the downhanging rope and 


Airship Aseapes Its Captors. 


In the darkness these manipulating the 
ropes miscalculated, and beth the front and 
rear ropes were released at the same time. 
In a twinkling the buoyant airship, from 
which had been taken twenty-five pounds 
of ballast, shot up and was gone. In the 
dim light projected by the nearest are light 
the yellow. balloon loomed indistinctly, but 
for a sufficient space of time to show that 
the light wind was carrying it toward the 
northwest.

Two ascents were made, but both were 
abortive because of the blowing off of the 
exhaust cap of the motor. The injury was 
repaired after the first ascent; but when 
Aeronaut Knabenshue reached an altitude 
of 1,500 feet at the second trial the cap blew 
off again and the blades of the propeller be- 
came motionless

Aeronaut Cheered by Crowd. 

His action. could plainly be seen from the

When the accident happened Capt. Bald- 
win started after the drifting airship in an 
automobile. He was accompanied by half 
a dozen volunteers, who were to assist him 
in towing the helpless Arrow back to the 
fair grounds. The aeronaut acted in Goncért 
with Capt. Baldwin, with whom he was in 
communication by means of signals. 4 

I was afraid,” said Knabenshue, after h 
descent, “ that if I landed while the automo- 
bile was so far behind me it would require 
much time for them to locate the spot where 
I had brought the Arrow to earth. 

“ Accordingly I remained in the air until 


me, and then, locating a good place, allowed 
sufficient gas to escape to bring me to the

When Capt. Baldwin and Aeronaut Knab- 
enshue announced the escape of the Arrow 
the fear was expressed that the airship would 
be so badly damaged in {ts descent as to ren- 
der it an trremedia ble wreck. 
Capt. Baldwin accepted the situation cheer- 
fully and was firm in his belief that the licht- 
ness of the airship would insure it against 
great damage, unless perhaps it were to de- 
scend in a violent wind.

ON PORT ARTHUR. 


Japanese Believed to Be Mak- 
ing General Assault Upon. : 


GUNS HEARD AT CHEFOO, 


St. Petersburg Fears Place Will 
Be Forced to Yield Be- 
fore Long.

Russians in Chefoo claim to have news only 
two days old from Port Arthur. All then was 
well in the fortress. 

In view of a combined attack the Japanese 
during the last few days have increased their 
blockading squadron. Ali the available tor- 
pedo boats are doing patrol duty. 


Horrors of Twentieth Century War. 

Comments from England suggest that the 
horrors of the fighting around the fortress 
are not adequately realized. Overwhelming 
evidence from independent Japanese and 
Russian sources shows that mines, machine 
guns, and electrical devices have been re- 
sponsible for enormous slaughter, which has 
been exceeded by the losses sustained by 
point blank range and bayonet fighting. 

Gen. Stoessel, the cOmmander of Port Ar- 
thur, is an ideal man in the crisis, inasmuch 
as he is a soldier of the scientific school. 

The world eventually will realize the ghast- 
liness of what it hitherto has not experi- 
enced—namely: a twentieth century war car- 
ried on with scientific appliances. 

Now at least 5,000 corpses are unburied on 
the hillsides. A majority of these dead have 
deen lying there two months, The air is 
filled with fever spreading stench. The lack 
of surgical requirements is causing inde- 
scribable suffering. There are no ansesthet- 
ics and no antiseptics. 


Assault Will Be Costly. | 
Knowing that Nov. 3 is the mikado’s birth- 
‘day there is anxiety in the Russian colony in 
Chefoo, but unless the Japanese are prepared 
‘to lose 50,000 men Port Arthur cannot fall 
then. The forts on Golden hill, Tiger’s Tail, 
and Liaotishan are capable of prolonged re- 
sistance when all else is hopeless. The dura- 
tion of thelr resistance is dependent alone 
upon the quantity of ammunition the Rus- 
sians possess, 
Russia Awaits Bad News. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 2.—The official 
reports from Tokio describing the desperate 
assaults on Port Arthur have created visible 
depression at the war office. 

It is believed the final assault is timed for 
the announcement of the fall of the fortress 
to be made upon the birthday of the mikado, 
tomorrow, which, by a coincidence, is the 
tenth anniversary of the accension of Em- 
peror Nicholas, and a great Russian holiday. 

Tomorrow therefore is expected to be 
marked by fate for a day of immense re- 
joicing either for Japan or Russia, according 
as the present assault succeeds or fails.

JAPS TELL MORE ABOUT SIEGE. 

TOKIO, Nov. 2.—The officials here have 
given out another section of the report from 
the besiegers at Port Arthur. The section 
issued yesterday covered the operations from 
Oct. 24 up to Oct. 80. The reports made pub- 
lic today cover operations from Aug. 1 to 
Oct. 24. 

The mining and zigzag trenching was com- 
menced in earnest on Aug. 1, and on that day 
Takhu mountain was taken.

In the view of the president it is not easy to dis- 
cern the compensating advantage to the Russian 
government in the exclusion of a clase of tourists 
and men of business whose character and position 
in lite are such, in most cases, to afford a guar- 
antee against any abuse of the hospitality of Rus- 
sia, and whose intelligence and sterling moral 
qualities fit them to be typical representatives of 
our people, and entitle them to win for themselves 
abroad a no less degree of esteem than they enjoy 
in their own land.

The north side of the reservoir, which is 
thirty feet high, tumbled over, falling upon 
the home and barn of Martin Peeples.

There were several miraculous escapes.

The Winston aldermen met this morning 
and made arrangements to bury the dead and 
care for the injured. 

The reservoir was built in 1881 by a com- 
pany composed of sixty citizens. Ten years 
ago it and the entire water plant was sold 
to the city. . 

May Be Dead in Pond. 

The water that flowed from the reservoir 
formed a pond in the vicinity and it was 
thought that several people might have been 


‘drowned in this. This will be drained in order 


to recover any bodies that may be there, 
The reservoir was situated abput five 


blocks from the center of the business dis- 
trict of the city, and was surrounded by 
a number of residences and several small 
stores. It is understood that the structure 


had been condemned, but the city authorities 
had failed to remove it. 


TON OF DYNAMITE EXPLODES. 
Kills One Man, Injures Forty Persons, 


and Tears Away Bridge at Mount 
Vernon, New York. 


Mount Vernon, N. Y., Nov. 2.—The explo- 
sion of over a ton of dynamite under the Bond 
street bridge at 1 o'clock today shook 
the city and the surrounding country within 
a radius of five miles. At least one person is 
believed to be dead and nearly forty others 
hurt, three of whom may die. 

The explosive was stored at the side of the 
deep rock cut near the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford raliroad station. The 
explosion tore a hole in the ground eighty 
feet deep that is now full of water from a 
hidden spring and wrecked the Bond street 
bridge over the railway track. Many small 
houses were shifted from their foundations, 
walls were stripped of plaster, and furniture 
was splintered. 

Most of the persons injured were caught 
by falling ceilings and walls in the houses 
near by. Stoves in stores and dwellings were 
overturned and many fires were started, but 
in each the flames were quickly extin- 
guished. The whole police force and the 
fire department were called out. 


TEN MEN KILLED IN A MINE. 


Elevator Falls 1,400 Feet in SHaft at 
Nanticoke, Pa., with Load of 
Workmen. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Nov. 2.—-Ten men were 
hurled to death when an elevator at a Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western mine at 
Nanticoke fell nearly 1,400 feet. 

Those who may not have been killed out- 
right were without doubt drowned! in the 
sump, which is fully fifty feet deep with 
water. 

Up to 8 o'clock tonight no aid could reach 
them and every man on the carriage has 
been given up by the officials for lost. 

The victims, who are miners and laborers, 
all resided in Nanticoke and most of them 
leave families. 


CRUISER MAKES 22.14 KNOTS. 


New West Virginia on Its Official Trial 
Develops Good Speed in Four 
Hours’ Run. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 2.—[Special.}—The new 
armored cruiser West Virginia, on its official 
trial trip over the Cape Ann course today, 
developed a sustained speed for four hours of 
22.14 knots per hour, 

The conditions were satisfactory when the 
start was made at 9:55 a.m. The vessel 
passed the second mark boat, 13.2 knots from 
the start, at 10:33:40, indicating that its speed 
was in excess of 21 knots an hour. The trial 
was finished at 2:12 o’clock. 

The Colorado, in the same class as the West 
Virginia, averaged 22.265 knots over the same 
course last week.

Tom Carter Quietly Shelved. 

Tom Carter, who ran Harrison’s unsuccess- 
ful campaign, and who was as jolly and as 
witty a chairman as the national committee 
ever had, is carefully shelved on the St. 
Louis exposition board and hopes to get back 
to the senate if Croesus Clark of Montana 
does not interpose his veto. 

Joe Manley, who for so.many years was 
the mouthpiece of the national committee, 
is hidden somewhere up in Maine, and his in- 
fluence on the national campaign is nothing. 
He is not allowed even the poor privilege of 
issuing the usdal perfunctory and wholly use- 
less. forecast the Saturday before the elec- 
tion, his functions in this regard having been 
usurped, apparently forever, by Gen. Gros- 
venor, the Ohio Santa Claus.

So great has been the change in the repub-

The president may then force a war upot.

ter of the constitution, although flagrantly 
violating its spirit and intent. And he may 
do this, almost sufe of the subsequent ap- 
proval aud support of congress, which, when 
an accomplished fact has put our country 
in an attitude more or less hostile to a foreign 
power, is usually reluctant to disavow our 
government. 

We have an mustration of this in the 
history of the Panama affair, it being doubt- 
ful whether congress, even the republican 
part of it, would, if previously consulted,

CUT DOWN BY MILLIONS. 


Amount Required for Coming Fiscal 
Year Is $103,686,780, $22,242,612 
Less than Submitted a Year Ago. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 2.—The estimates 
of the war department for the fisca! year end- 
ing June 30, 1906, aggregates $103,686,780. 
This is $22,242,612 less than the war depart- 
ment estimates submitted a year ago and 
$3.832,888 lees than the total appropriations 
made for the use of the war department for 
the current fiscal year, ending June 30, 1906. 

The amount estimated as necessary for the 
military establishment, which embraces the 
cost of maintenance of the army and of the 
military academy at West Point, is 572.708. 
156, being $4,650,000 less than the appropria- 
tions for the present year.

’ THE COUNTY TICKET. 
At this stage of the campaign the average 
voter is worrying first about the presidential 
eandidates and then about the gubernato- 
rial candidates. He has never heard of and 
doesn’t care much about the county candi- 
dates. 
But it is different with the politician. 
The county ticket is easily first and foremost 


in his mind. Why? Because the county 
ticket means the patronage, and patronage 
means political er. 


In the offices of the recorder, of the clerks 
of the Circuit and Superior courts, of the 
coroner, of the surveyor, of the board of re- 
view, of the board of assessors, you will 


find hundreds ot employée. When primary 
day comes around these county employes 
forsake their official duties and hustle at 
the primaries. They must either carry the 
primaries for their chiefs or lose their jobs. 
The system is a wrong one, and should be 
swem away by civil service. But it has not 
yet been swept away. 

The main question, therefore, as to the 
county ticket is this: Shall the county pat- 
ronage be voted into the hands of the new 
republican organization, headed by Deneen, 
Busse, and Reddick, or shall it be voted into 
the hands of the.democratic organization, 
which is directed by Mayor Harrison? Har- 
rison has the city patronage already at his 
command. If he adds to that strength the 
county patronage he will be impregnable in 
democratic politics for years to come. 

The personality of the county candidates 

cuts a much smaller figure than the patron- 
age. In general both sides have nominated 
respectable politicians. No matter which 
side is elected the offices probably will be 
run in much the same old political way. 
Therefore, in general, vote the county ticket 
ad you wish to strengthen the Harrison or- 
ganization or the new republican organiza- 
tion. 
This statement without qualification 
would be too sweeping. There are excep- 
tions which must be noted. The most 
marked of these is the office of state’s attor- 
ney. He has duties far above those of cut- 
ting up the pie so as to strengthen the organ- 
ization. He is a public prosecutor. His 
function is semi-judicial. The purity of 
public justice in this county lies in bis hands. 
He should be chosen without reference to 
his , politics. 
The two nominees for state’s attorney 
are John J. Healy [rep.] and George A. 
Trude [dem. J. From their records nothing 
can be raised against the character of these 
men. But from the standpoint of ability, 
experience, and application it seems prob- 
able that Mr. Healy would administer the 
state’s attorney's office better than Mr. 
Trude. Healy has bad a long and honorable 
record as master in chancery. 

In the case of recorder political consider- 
ations should not have entire sway. Abel 
Davis, the republican nominee, made a 
splendid record of purposeful energy and 
unwavering Integrity as a member of the 
legislature, A. J. Sabath, the dewtocratic 
nominee, is not up to Davis’ standard. 

If there were any personal choice between 
the rival nominees for the taxing bodies, the 
board of review and board of assessors, 
political consideration should not. of course, 
eut the slightest figure. The taxing must, 
above all things, be honestly done. But, 
‘fortunately for the community, the nomi- 
nees of both parties aré men of unimpeach- 
able integrity and intelligence. Either 
Meacham or Donnersberger would make a 
splendid official, The same may be said in 
regard to Hebel and Gray. 

The last in order on the county ticket are 
the county commissioners, who have charge 
of the eounty's wards—the sick and Insane. 
These commissioners should most emphatic- 
ally not be selected by the standard of party 
politicg. In another editorial on this page 
may be found a discussion of the qualifica- 
tions of the aspirants for these important 
positions. 


THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 

The county commissioners legislate for 
the county of Cook. They have contro! of 
the county institutions, the insane asylums, 
the hospitals, etc. They let contracts, which 
is a most important function. The county 
commissioners should be chosen with as 
little regard for partisanship as aldermen, 
The two seta of legislators have cognate 
functi 

The republicans made several mistakes 
in their nominations for county commission- 
ers. The first mistake was in not renoml- 
nating Henry G. Foreman, who made such 
a splendid record as president of the board. 
For this office the republicans bave nomi- 
nated Edward J. Brundage, the democrats 
Oscar F. Mayer. Brundage has been in the 
legislature for several terms, where he made 
a record which received the unqualified 


life, so far as it goes, is a high one. The 
democratic nominee, Oscar F. Mayer, is a 
business man of good reputation and con- 
siderable property. Wither of these men 
would, so far as evidence goes, prove per- 
fectly satisfactory. 

The two candidates for president of the 
county board, Oscar F. Mayer and Edward 
J. Brundage, also run separately for mem- 
bership of the board of county commission- 
ers. So that while Brundage might defeat 
Mayer for the presidency of the board, yet 
Mayer might, at the same time, be elected 
to membership on the board. 

Both Mayer and Brundage certainly 
should be elected members of the board, 
whichever of them is chosen president. 

From the city there are chosen ten county 
commissioners, including Mayer and Brun- 
dage.

Walker and Cruise are at present mem- 
bers of the board, and have made splendid 
records ‘on it.

The republican nominees to be beaten at 
all hazards are: Henry J. Kolze, a saloon- 
keeper opposite Dunning, who is particu- 
larly interested in having an officia) connec- 


tion with the institution; Christopher Strass-

In voting. for county commissioners it is 
important to remember this: The two coun- 
ty commissioners placed opposite each other 
on the ticket do not necessarily run against 
each other. For instance: The second 
name appearing on the republican column is 
that of Edwin K. Walker: the second name 
in the democratic column is that of Timo- 
thy Cruise. If you would vote against 
Walker you do not necessarily have to vote 
for Cruise.

For not only did Nicholas 
refuse to send any grand duke—not even 
Grand Duke Peter of Russia, the brother-in- 
law of King Peter—to attend the latter's 
coronation, but when the Servian king asked 
permission the other day to visit St. Peters- 
burg before the end of the year in order to 
express gratitude for the constant protec- 
tion of Servian interests by Russia, the czar

Fitzgerald Resigns to Become 
President at Brighton 
Beach Track. 


HOLTMAN MAY GET PLACE 


Hawthorne Flag Wielder Likely 
to Assist Cassidy at 
the Barrier. 


New York, Nov. 2.—[Special. Christopher 
J. Fitzgerald has notified August Belmont, 
chairman of the Jockey club, that after the 
present campaign in the east he no longer will 
act as starter.

No less an au- 
thority than Capt. S. 8. Brown says Holtman 
is the best starter he eversaw. Holtman has 
not yet been engaged by the Jockey club, but 
negotiations are under way. 

Fitzgerald will not withdraw entirely from 
racing, for he has just signed a ten year 
contract with William A. Engeman to take 
entire charge of the affairs of the Brighton 
Beach Racing association. He will be elect- 
ed president of that organisation and will 
receive a salary in excess of that which he 
received from the Jockey club for handling 
the barrier. Fitzgerald also will be identi- 
fied with Engeman’s various other enter- 
prises.

KILLS ONE: OVERCOMES TWO. 


Dr. Franklin Brooks, 80 Years Old, Loses 
Life While Attempting to Light 
Range and Fumes Go Up Shaft. 


Gas, which filled the double flat building at 
652-554 West Madison street, caused the 
death of one man and overcome two women.

Families occupying the flats awoke yester- 
day morning to discover the halls and some 
of the rooms filled with the fumes. They 
broke open the door of Dr. Brooks’ flat on the 
first floor and found him dead. Three burn- 
ers of the stove beside which he was lying 
were open. 

Three gas jete in other rooms of the flat 
were burning, and only the fact that the 
kitchen window was open prevented an ex- 
plosion. The gas went up a light shaft into 
which the window opened. Leading into this 
shaft were windows of the flats occupied 
by Hart and Mra Schreiner, and through 
these windows the gas entered their ager 
ments. 

Mrs. Schreiner awoke to find her anieats 
ter helpless. Mrs. Hart, whose flat is across 
the shaft from that of Mrs. Schreiner, was 
in a stupor when Mr. Hart, who had left 
the room, returned and revived her. 

Deputy Coroner Downey held an inquest in 
the afternoon. Members of the family testi- 
fied Dr. Brooks had been accustomed to re- 
main in his office flat all night if his business 
kept him late. The jury decided death was 
accidental, believing Dr. Brooks had at- 
tempted to light the gas to heat water, and 
that because of his age he was overcome by 
a small volume of the fumes. After the in- 
quest Mr. Downey declared that if the air 
shat window had been closed the bullding 
would have been “ blown to atoms.“ 

Dr. Brooks bad been a resident of Chicago | 
during nearly sixty years, coming from 
Canada after taking his degree. For forty 
years he practiced on the west side. He 
lived in 1207 Wilcox avenue, and left a widow 
and three children—Dr. Franklin Brooks Jr. 
of Seattle, Wash.. Roscoe A. Brooks, and 
Miss Winnifred Brooks. -
